E MERSON HOUGH, author, lawyer, explorer, soldier, was a

Edict of the Board of Supervisors 
against open cut-outs on automobiles 
on all mountain roads does not 
mean that motorists are prohibited 
from driving cars with open ex- 
hausts, it was explained yesterday 
by County Traffic Officer Jay Boone. 

“Cars may be operated with open 
exhausts on the mountain roads,” 
said the traffic officer, “but the 
state law must be complied with On 
the roads. This means that the ex- 
hausts must not open downward on 
the road, which raises a heavy dust.” 

Officer Boone said that Section 16 
of the State Motor Vehicle Act pro- 
vides that “all exhaust pipes, carry- 
ing exhaust gases from the engines 
| shall be directed parallel to the 
ground or slightly upward.” 

“We will not insist on closed muf- 
flers,” said the officer, “but the cars 
must have their exhaust pipes par- 
allel with the ground, met opening 
downward.” ih
